But Says He Expetts To Die With- 
out Any Good Result from His 
Efforts—Senate May Fin- 
ish Its Work Today 
and Adjourn. 


Washington, March 7.—A number of 
senators who have talked with the pres- 
ident express the opinion that the pres- 
ent special session of the senate can be 
brought to a final conclusion by next 
Saturday and some think that adjourn- 
ment may be reached tomorrow. 

Senator William P. Frye, of Maine; 
today was re-elected unanimously pres}: 
dent pro tempore of the senate to serve 
during the pleasure of the senate. This 
is the second time Senator Frye has been 
honored by his colleagues. Five years 
ago, on February 7, 1896, the republicans. 
then being in a minority, he was elected 
unanimously. His services as president 


pro tempore, especially since the death 


of the late Vice President Hobart, have 
won for him the cordial appreciation of 
his fellow senators. At all times able, 
just and impartial in his direction of the 
business of the senate, he has recetved 
the sincere praise and support of senators 
on both sides of the chamber, and his 
re-election was but a recognition of. the 
sterling qualities which make him an ad- 
mirable presiding officer. 
Morgan Grows Pathetic. 


At today’s session Mr. Morgan, of Ala- 
bama, concluded his speech in support 
of his resolution declaring the abrogation 
of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain. His 
peroration really pathetic. He had 
devoted the best years of his official life, 
ne said, to advance the construction of 
the Nicaragua canal, but now he did n 
expect to live to see the work upon the 
great waterway begun. 
Mr. Morgan read that part of the Clay- 
-ton-Bulyer treaty which relates to the 
Nicaragua canal and also the protocols 
of an agreement for the constriction of

clear that the protocols entered into last 
fall by this government were a distinct 
violation of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. 
It was equally evident that the United 
States must abandon its plighted faith 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica, Mor- 
der that the Clayton-Bulwer treaty might 
be fastened permanently upon this gov- 
ernment and hang like a pall over it, or 
take such a stand as will sustain the 
18 in his ‘“‘patriotic and noble ac- 


Clayton-Bulwer Treaty Abrogated. 

The protocols entered into expressed 
defiance by the president of the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty and his disregard of its 
provisions. He undertook to place the 
government on the high ground that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is abrogated by 
this government. 

“It is our duty,”-insisted Mr. Morgan. 

“to declare that that treaty is not in 
the way ef our legislating for the Nica- 
ragua canal. If we hesitate today it will 
be the same a year hence and the pro- 
visions of that treaty will be fastened 
upon us.“ 
Mr. Morgan urged that his resolution 
be adopted in order that the president 
might understand the position of the 
Senate so thoroughly that he would feel 
justified in proceeding along lines look- 
ing to the construction of the Nicaragua 
canal while congress was in its long 
recess. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Morgan’, 
speech the senate, without taking any 
action upon the pending resolution, went 


into executive session. 


At 1:40 p. m. the senate resumed con- 
sideration of legislative business. Mr. 
Allison offered a resolution that the sen- 
ate proceed to the election of a presi- 
dent pro tempore. It was adopted. The 
genate elected Mr. Frye to that office. 

At 1:50 p. m. the senate adjourned un- 
tu tomorrow.

WE LOAN MONEY TO EUROPE. 


New Frankfort Municipal Bonds 
Have Been Taken by Americans. 
New York, March 7.—The new Frank- 

fort municipal bonds, issued in the re- 

cent 156,000,000 marks loan, will shortly 
be listed on the New York stock ex- 
change. This statement was authorized 
by Speyer & Co., who have already 
placed nearly the entire issue in this 
country. The bonds yield about 3% per 
cent interest; they are to be prepared in 
denominations of 4,000 marks each, or 
approximately $1,000, as in domestic 
bonds. Application will probably be 
made to list other foreign government 
loans on the New York stock exchange 
before long, since financiers agree that 
uch arrangements would do more to se- 
cure a permanent market for such offer- 
ings in New Tork than anything else.

Corsicana, Tex., March 7.—At the head 
of a mob of 20 izens of this county, 
Conway Younger is pursuing an unknown 
negro who asaultefi his wife and killed 
her by cuting her throat late yesterday. 

The crime was committed while Young- 
er was away from his home at work in 
a field near by. There was no one to 
tell the tale save Bis little three-year-old 
child. 

“A big black Man knocked mamma 
down and dragged her away,” the child 
told its father when he returned from 
work. 

Frantic with grief, Younger began 4 
search and found the body, of his wife in 
some bushes near the house. Her throat 
had been cut, and there was evidence of 
a terrible struggle. The alarm was giv- 
en at once, and fully 200 men, heavily 
armed, started in pursuit of the murder- 
er. All night the men followed the ba y- 
ing bloodhounds. 

A negro, who it is believed is the mur- 
derer of Mrs. Younger, was arrested here 
this afternoon, and is now in the jail at 
Hillsboro. He was arrested in the south 
yards of the Houston and Texas Central 
raſlroad about 4 o’clock, and was secreted 
in an outhouse until 5:30, when the offi- 
cers bearded a train for Hfiisboro at 5:30. 
The negro says his name ts John Hender- 


gon. fs 
* When he was rested he was begging 
Famong men workifig on the rallroad. It 


is sald he had on the suit of clothes which 
was missing from the farm house. The 
negro recently worked for the Cotton Belt 
railroad. The fact of the arrest was 
not known until after the officers had 
boarded the train for Hiltsboro. . 

The negro who was in jail charged with 
the murder of Mrs. French last November, 


has also been spirited away, whither no 
one seems to know. The fact was as- 
certained tonight by an orderly mob of 
200 men who called at the jail and de- 
manded the negro. When the jailer told 
them .the negro was not there they in- 
sisted on proof, and a committee was 
permitted to make an examination. When 
convinced that ha was not in the jail, 
they went to the city hall, but could find 
no trace of him, and dispersed. 

A crowd of about 100 men gathered at 
the depot at 10 o’clock tonight and wired 
the Cotton Belt officials for a train, The 
Cotton Belt people first replied that they 
would supply them with an engine, a 
caboose and a coach. 

At this time a telegram was received 
from Hillsboro stating that the negro 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Younger 
had been removed from Hillsboro and the 
trip was abandoned. 

At this hour all is quiet here. 


TRIED TO BRIBE OFFICIALS. 


On That Charge Anderson Has Been 
ö indicted and Arrested. 

New York, March 7.—B. C. Anderson, 
proprietor of the Jefferson brass works, 
Brooklyn, was arrested today on an in- 
dictment handed down by the federal 
grand jury, charging him on two counts, 
with attempting to bribe officials at the 
Brooklyn navy yard to pass bills render- 
ed by him for goods not delivered. He was 
held in $7,500 bonds. 

The first indictment against Anderson 
charges him with having attempted to 
bribe Lieutenant V. Powelson, who is in 
charge of the department of ——

to Powelson if he would audit and certify 
a wrongful and erroneous bill for goods 
and materials which Anderson never de- 
livered. 

The second indictment is based. upon 
similar testimony from A. J. Porter, chief 
clerk of the department, who alleges 
that Anderson placed on his desk an en- 
velope containing a roll of bills, and 
which was rejected.

LIVED AND DIED A MECHANIC. 


Earl of Wargrave Dies in Pittsburg 
Hospital. 

Pittsburg, Pa., March 7.—Cecil Sher- 
brooke Beaumont Howland, earl of War- 
grave, and a Knight of the Garter of 
Britain’s court, lies dead today in the 
Allegheny general hospital known as 
plain C. B., Howland. The dead, noble- 
man was employed as a superintendent of 
one of the departments of the Pressed 
Steel Car Company at McKees Rock, but 
had not told any one of his position in 
England. He was taken sick two weeks 
ago with typhoid fever and yesterday his 
friends in New York were advised of his 
critical condition. He began to sink and 
died today. After Howland’s death ad- 
drsses of his friends wer found and in 
this way the man’s identity was revealed. 

A letter found among Howland’s et- 
fects from the legal firm of Beresford, 
Gray & Seymour, of London, England, 


notifies Howland of his succession to the 
title and estates of xis uncle, Edward, 


earl of Wargrave.. The writer addressed 
the Pittsburger as my lord.“ and hoped 
that he would shortly return to England 
and enter on possession of his estates. 
In the letter from the brother occurs the 
centence: I think yon ought to go else- 
where and use your own name.“ 

A. J. Harrison, of New York, who says 
he is a brother of the dead man, is here 
to look after Howland’s effects. Tonight 
he said his brother’s real name was 
Cyrils Harrison, that he was born in 
New York city; but his boyhood was 
passed in San: Francisco. From early 
manhood he had been a great traveler 
and visited almost every country on the 
globe. Mr. Harrison said his brother 
could not have inherited a title from his 
family, but refused to discuss the mat- 
ter further when asked if it could have 
been acquired otherwise. 


Lord Pauncefote To Remain.

TIDE OF CUBAN WRATH EBBING; | 
BELIEVED CRISIS HAS PASSED 


avana, March 7.—The Cuban constitu- 
tional convention met in secret session 
this afternoon for a formal discussion of 
the Platt amendment. The conservative 
element scored a victory. It was decid- 
ed to continue the sessions of the conven- 
tion and to refer the amendment to the 
special committee on relations with in- 
structions to bring in a report. 
Twenty-one delegates were present; 
Senor Liorente and General Rivera be- 
ing the only absentees. General San- 
guilly favored dissolving the convention 
and returning t amendment without 
discussion. ThéVother delegates were 
unanimously in favor of continuing the 
sessions and of sending some answer to 
the executive department in Washington. 
The argument turned on the question 
whether the convention had power to 


adopt a scheme of relations that would 
be binding upon the future republic. Last 
week a majority of the delegates were 
empowered, in the call for the conven- 
tion, to establish permanent relations 
with the United States and ought not to 
attempt to shirk its duty. 

General Sanguilly contended that the 
intention. of the original call was an- 
nulled by Governor General Wood's in- 
structions at the opening of the conven- 
tion, when delegates were asked to give 
only an opinion. 

The radical element did not flock to 
General. Sanguilly as had been expected, 
and the convention’s action in referring 
the question to the special committee on 
relations indicates a willingness to re- 
cede from the former attitude. It is 
évident that many of the delegates still

hope the amendment will be changed, but 
there is no bitter feeling now apparent.

Tersely put, this explains the disposition made by the aldermanic board of 
competition in one of the city’s vital utilities. 

In the course of a brief session of the board yesterday afternoon action on 
the lighting franchise was not only postponed indefinitely but stronger evidence 
was brought forth bearing out the public conviction voiced in yesterday’s Con- 
stitution that an actual alliance between the contending street railway fac- 
tions of the city is pending and imminent. 

The long, bitter fight between rival interests no longer disturbs the at- 
mosphere around the city hall. While the armistice is on, peace prevails. 

As predicted in The Constitution of yesterday, the aldermanic board took 
no action on the pending electric light franchise, save to make final action 


more uncertain and indefinite than ever before. 


The same fate befalls com- 


petition in light as befell competitive street railway franchises the day before. 
Both are simply put off pending negotiations. 

Nothing more significant, more convincing to the public mind, that a come 
bination of controlling street railway interests ia contemplated than the facts 


involuntarily brought forth during the session of the board. 


Joel Hurt, repre- 


senting the Atlanta Railway and Power Company, while denying all knowledge 
of the movement, took occasion to assert that such a combination would work 


clearly to the city’s interest.

Franchise Called Up. 

After several matters had been disposed 
of by the board the eléctric light fran- 
chise was taken up for consfderatlon, Al- 
derman Welch stated that he had asked 
to have action postponed at the last meet- 
ing of the board at the instance of sev- 
eral councilmen who had desired to pro- 
pose amendments to the franchise before 
it was granted. 

He went on to say that it had been ex- 
pected that these gentlemen would get 
together in the meantime, decide upon 
what amendments they wished made, 
that the paper might then be acted upon. 
This arrangement, he sald, had not been 
made and he then moved to lay the fran- 
chise on the table once more, to be called 
up at any time and by any member of 
the board. 

Joel Hurt, Ernest Woodruff and Cap- 
tain Clifford Anderson were all seated 
within the council railing when this ac- 
tion was taken, but no protest came from 
them. Mr. Hurt, however, went over to 
where Mr. Woodruff was sitting and en- 
gaged him in conversation. To a repre- 
sentative of The Constitution, Captain 


Anderson stated that the postponement 


had been a great surprise to him and 
that he had come prepared to speak on 
the matter. 

The board then proceeded with the other 
matters up for consideration. When all 
the routine business had been disposed 
of Alderman LaHatte arose, stating that 
he desired to speak to a questfon of per- 
sonal privilege. This was granted him. 
He declared that he was ready at any 
time to vote for the electric light fran- 
chise with his amendment added. He sald 
this amendment he had proposed was, he 
thought, a good one and should be incor- 
porated in the ordinance granting the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company au- 
thority to operate an electric lighting 
plant. 
, The LaHatte Amendment. 

His amendment, he said, provided that 
the company should begin work on the 
plant within sixty days after the accept- 
ance of the franchise, and should complete 
it within twelve months. The original 
paper submitted to the board to be con- 
curred in, Mr. LaHatte stated, was not 
definite enough on this point: that it 
rather gave the company a year in which 
to begin work and this he was not will- 
ing to. 

When Alderman LaHatte resumed his 
seat, Mayor Pro Tem. Johnson asked Al- 
derman Kilpatrick to take the chairman's 
place that he might have an opportunity 
to say a few words. Mr. Johnson said 


he agreed with what Mr. LaHatte had | 


said, and that he, toa was ready to vote 


on the electric light franchise. He said 
he knew he had been subjected to unjust 
criticiem for his position in regard to 
some matters, but that despite the fact 
that there weré some who insisted on 
misunderstanding him, he had always 
been for competition both in street rail- 
way and electric light franchises. 

“I have seen in the public prints,” sald 
Mr. Johnson, 'the published rumor that 
there may a consolidation of the two 
Street car lines. If it is true that thers 
is to be a consolidation, then T say on 
this floor and in the presence of repre- 
sentatives of at least one of those compa- 
nies, that I shall fight to the bitter end 
any combination of interests of that kind. 
I am for competition in public utilities 
and if there is to be a consolidation, either 
directly or indirectly, I pledge you that f 
shall go before the people this fall and 
try and defeat any such attempt to kill 
competition. I will fight it out before 
the people and I intend to see that this 
competition that we favor is carried out, 
because I know it is a good thing for the 
city.” 

Mr. Hurt then asked for the privilege 
of being heard at this point. The chair 
man stated that the board would be giad 
to hear from him. Mr. Hurt explained 
that he had attended the meeting expect- 
ing to have something to say about the 
light franchise, but after the action taken 
he had concluded not to say anything un- 
der the circumstances until he had heard 
the remarks of the two aldermen who 
had just spoken.

TOO MUCH MONEY VOTED 


Among the Bills Returned Without 
His Signature Is One Appro- 
priating Money fo the 
White House Asso- 
ciation. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 7.—(Special.)— 
The governor used his pen very freely 
in vetoes, during the last day of the ses- 
sion, and no one can accuse him of the 
lack of backbone in withholding his ap- 
proval of useless .and unconstitutional 
measures passed by the most extravagant 
legislature on record in this state. 

The bill known as the white house bill 
for the purpose of preserving the relics 
of the conferedacy, appropriating $2,500 
to the White House Association, a pri- 
vate corporation under the control of the 
ladies of the state, received his disap- 
proval, on the grounds that the bill 
creates a private corporation, contributes 
public funds to its support and the state 
in no way has any management or con- 
trol of its affairs, or any right to know 
how the funds are expended.” 

“But to take the taxes from an over- 
taxed people and turn them over to a 
private corporation. in no way connected 
with the state, for however meritorious 
an object, is a departure from the ob- 
jects of our state government and makes 
a precendent I am unwilling to con- 
sent to.“ 

The special appropriation made for the. 
expenses of the legislature, which was 
$55,000, has been exhausted, and leaves a 
deficit of over $2,000 due to the clerks and 
their assistants, who will now have to 
wait until the next meeting of the legis- 
lature to meet the deficiency. Many of 
them, it is said, have been left without 
funds to get home on and pay their board 
bills. It has been ascertained that six 
hundred more bills were introduced in 
the legislature thansat any previous one, 
and the special committees appointed to 
sit during the recess_received $2,000 for 
investigating the convict department of 
the Johnston administration. When the 
estimates were made for the expenses, it 
was not contemplated that so many use- 
less expenditures of money would be 
made, and that only fifty working days 
allowed by law would be claimed by the 
members. It is said that for every short 


recess taken by the legislature and which 


was not counted in the fifty days allowed 
by law, the per diem was paid to the 
members and clerks, as though they were 
working. Speaker Tunstall is very much 
worried over the situation, and is mak- 
ing an honest effort to borrow the money 


to bridge over the unfortunate deficit 


and pay the clerks who have trusted the 
state and have not asked for warrants, 
expecting to get it in a lump at the end 
of the session. Very few members were. 
left in the lurch, as they took time hy 
the forelock and got their pay. 


CARNEGIE'’S OFFER ACCEPTED. 


Montgomery Will Provide a Site for 

5 the Library. 

Montgomery, Ala., March 7.— Recently 
Mr. Andrew Carnegie offered Montgomery 
$50,000 for a public library building if the 
city would provide a site and $5,000 a year 
for support. The last legislature granted 
permission to the city to make an ap- 
propriation and the city council this even- 
ing unanimously accepted Carnegie's of- 
fer. 


WARM RACE AT BIRMINGHAM. 


It Is for Delegates to the Constitu- 
tional Convention. 

Birmingham, Ala., March 7.—(Special.)— 
Interest in the constitutional campaign 
has suddenly become rather intense in 
this county in view of the early approach 
meetings and primaries which are to be 
held on Saturday to name delegates to 
the county democratic convention. The 
probabilities now are that there will be 
rival delegations in a large number of 
beats and the contest will be a warm one. 
This is due to what is already being term- 
ed the White-Lowe contest. The opin- 
ion seems to prevail that Jefferson county 
cannot hope to secure two of the four 
delegates to the constitutional convention 
from the state at large. Captain Frank 
8. White. who was state chairman of the 
Morgan senatorial campaign a year ago, 
and Hon. Robert J. Lowe, who is state 
chairman of the democratic executive 
committee, are both candidates from this 
county for the nomination from the state 
at large, which nomination is to be made 
by the state democratic convention. 

The prevailing belief that it will be im- 
possible for both to win has brought on a 
fight for control of Jefferson county con- 
vention and the contest will be lively 
unless all signs fail. The reason why 
both the White and Lowe elements desire 
to dominate the Jefferson county con- 
vention is apparent. Should the county 
convention indorse Captain White or Mr. 
Lowe for nomination from the state at 
large, and should this county’s thirty del- 
egates to the state convention be instruct- 
ed to work for one of these gentlemen, 
it would be a powerful leverage upon the 
state convention, and, according to the 
prevailing theory, would lead to the nomi- 
nation by the state convention of the one 
so indorsed. 

The indorsement of one of these aspi- 
rants by the county convention would 
probably lead to his being indorsed by the 
delegation from the ninth congressional 
district, thus giving him fifty-three dele- 
gates in the state convention to begin 
with. One of the elements which has al- 
ready entered into the White-Lowe con- 
test is the dispensary question. The posi- 
tion of Captain White, it is pointed out 
by his friends, is that he is opposed to the 
introduction into the constitution of any 
provision regulating the sale of liquor. He 
thinks this is a question for the general 
assembly to regulate. He favors the dis- 
pensary for such places as have found 
that plan advisable, but is opposed to 
burdening the constitution with any such 
provision. The position of Mr. Lowe 
judging from the record he has made up 
to this tmie, is that of unalterable oppo- 
sition to the dispensary in any shape or 
form and at any time or place. It is be- 
ing charged that Captain White is a dis- 
pensary man, but his friends assert very 
assiduously that his advocacy of the dis- 
pensary as stated above, does not go to 
the extent of. making it in any way a 
constitutional measure. 

C. P. Beddow, a well known lawyer of

Baltimore Sun: One of the most unique 
railroads in the country,” sald a traveling 
salesman at the Eutaw house, was en- 
countered by me on a recent trip through 
southern Maryland. 

“The road is twenty mites long and runs 
from Brandywine, on the Pope’s creek 
road, in Charles county, to Mechanicsville, 
in St. Mary's county.

“The conductor of the train, who also 
acts as baggage master upon occasion, fs 
general manager of thé road. He issues 
orders as generalgmanager

new schedule and issues running orders 
accordingly to the conductor (also him- 
self) arid the latter obeys. There are no 
ticket agents along the route that I could 
learn of and the conductor collects fares 
as on a street railway here, punching a 
hole for each fare in a slip of cardboard. 
Then he goes into the baggage car, sees 
that the trunks are properly delivered and 
looks after express and mail packages. 

“IT was obliged to take a long drive in 
the country from one of the stations and 
was anxious to get back in time to catch 
the train on its return trip. I told my 
driver of my wish. 

Oh, that’s all right,’ he said. ‘If we 
are pushed for time we will stop the train 
four or five miles up the track.’ ‘

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Was True, 
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VEGROES TLLEGALLY HEL 
A CONVICT BARRACKS 


Judge Benet Declared That the De- 
tails Were Pitiful — Guilty 
Parties Wil Be Indicted 
by the Grand Jury. 


Anderson, 8. C., March 7.—(Special.)— 
The grand jury made its report today to 
the special term of court on the abuses 
of the labor contract system in this coun- 
ty. The report sustains the allegation 
made that where the system is used vir- 
tual slavery exists. The jury found, how- 
ever, that this method of working negroes 
was employed by only twenty men in the 
county and these were presented, and will 
be indicted, for false imprisonment at the 
the June term of court. 

The free laborers have been whipped 
and shackled, and in one instance a man 
was kidnaped in Georgia and brought to 
a stockade here, where he was worked 
till the grand jury found him and he was 
set at liberty. The report was prepared 
by a committee of five and was adopted 
by the full jury. It says in part: 

“A. T. Newell works state convicts and 
has a stockade, but he has worked no 
free laborers along with the convicts un- 
til recently, when he has taken two con- 
tracts of that sort. One of these was the 
case of the unfortunate negro, Will Hull, 
who was killed by W. S. Newell a few 
weeks ago. 

“J. R. Miller formerly worked convicts. 
but they were taken away by the state 
and he now employs only ‘free’ labor, if 
indeed we may -use the word ‘free’ to 
describe those laborers who have signed 
his contracts and subjected themselves 
to the conditions existing on his farm. 
He has a stockade which was originally 
built for his state convicts. On our first 


investigation at this place we were met 
by a statement from the negroes that 
they were satisfied with their treatment, 
but their manner indicated coercion, and 
subsequently we made further investiga- 
tion which convinced us that J. R. Mil- 
ler and his overseer, J. A. Emerson, had 
been guilty of whipping negroes, locking 
them up at night, of working them under 
guard and putting shackles upon them. 

We found several of Mr. Miller's con- 
tracts left blank as to time of service 
and amount to be paid, though the con- 
tracts were duly signed and witnessed. 
Warren Sloan, arrested by J. R. Miller, 
and another man whose name we could 
not ascertain, near Central, in Pickens 
county no warrant was exhibited, if any 
existed, but he was handcuffed and taken 
to Miller’s stockade and kept there until 
this investigation began. J. R. Miller and 
J. A. Emerson should be presented for 
the offenses above mentioned and we so 
recommend. 

Built His Own Stockade. 

n many respects, the most remarkable 
case coming under our notice was that 
of Elias McGee, who has never employed 
state convicts, but who bullt a stockade 
and prepared to treat his laborers as con- 
victs. Some of these negroes had been 
arrested and signed contracts after being 
put under arrest. John Clinkscales was 
accused, brought to Anderson handcuffed, 
and after he had signed a contract, but 
without any trial, was turned over to W. 
Q. Hammond, who carried him to the lat- 
ter’s stockade. We think the grand jury 
should make presentment against Ellas 
McGee, arid we so recommend. 

W. Q. Hammond runs a large farm 
in this county and employs a considerable 
number both of state convicts and ‘free’ 
laborers. His contracts provide that the 
‘free’ laborers shall be workéd under 
guard and locked up at. night, and they 
suffer this illegal imprisonment and more, 
for the evidence shows that a number of 
these unfortunates have been worked un- 
der guard and gun, have been locked up 
at night and on Sundays, and have been 
shocked and whipped. Several of these, 
who had been indicted last fall for gam- 
bling, had been taken out of jail on bond 
by Mr. Hammond and, kept at his farm 
without trial until this investigation be- 
gan, when he surrendered them to the 
sheriff. 

The negro, Tom Parks, whose case was 
called to the attention of the grand jury 
by the presiding judge, was released al- 
most immediately thereafter. He was 
taken forcibly and without trial, under 
one of the harsh contracts above referred 
to, and confined in the stockade and 
worked with the convicts and suffered the 
other abuses above mentioned until this 
investigation was begun. 

We learn that perhaps a score of other 
laborers, held under similar contracts, 
have left this farm during the past few 
weeks. One of them, Pink Rogers, states 
that he was given a whipping of fifty 
lashes: by William Bailey at the stock- 
ade. We think that the facts disclosed 
demand that W. Q. Hammond, James 
Martin, William Bailey and Charles Day 
should be presented by the grand jury 
for the violation of the law mentioned, 
and we so recommend. 

“J. 8. Fowler, who first used the con- 
tract for providing for free laborers to be 
treated as convicts, worked under guard, 
locked up, etc., employs a considerable 
number of convicts and also of the so- 
called ‘free’ laborers. He has two 
stockades, one of which is under the su- 
pervision of James Cook, and which was 
formerly managed by William McGee. 
The other is under the charge of Levi 
Thomas. At these farms the convicts 
and ‘free’ laborers have been worked 
together under a guard who carried a 
gun. They have been locked up at night 
and some of them whipped. Willis Mc- 
Gee, James Cook, Levi Thomas, George 
Thomas and Mike Robbins should have

grand jury for whipping different ones 
of these negroes. 
Cruelty of McGee. 
“Willis McGee was especially cruel, It 
was tstified that he had given the negro, 
Bayles Artor, 100 lashes on one occasion, 


and that he whipped Robert Brown mest" 


severely and cruelly, and on one occasion 
shot five times at Drayton Wheeler, one 
of the bullets passing through Wheeler's 
hat. The testimony goes to show that 
George Thomas shot at Dock Freely, and 
that he was also at the whippings. 

“Andrew Dobbs was found to be suf- 
fering fem rheumatism which, he says, 
was brought on by being compelled to 
stand almost waist deep in mud and water 
in cold weather, ditching. He was ar- 
rested by A. M. Bailey, who has been 
acting as a sort of constable for J. 8. 
Fowler, but was never tried. 

“J. A. Rice is a negro of rather weak 
mind, who was captured somewhere in 
Georgia, by Elias McGee and charged 
with haying escaped from Fowler's stock- 
ade, in this county. When brought here 
it was found that he was not the man he 
was suspected of being, but nevertheless 
after being kept for several days in the 
stocKade he entered into one of these labor 
contracts, and has been in the stockade 
for several months, though unwillingly, 
there. 

“A number of ‘free’ laborers have left 
Mr. Fowler’s farm since these investiga- 
tions were first begun, but some unwill- 
ing ones were still in the steckade when 
we visited them. It is proper that we 
should say that much of the abuse has 
already been corrected, as a result of 
this investigation, and that some of the 
parties have been to us with the assur- 
ance that they would immediately cor- 
rect the evils existing on their farms to 
which we have called attention. 

“Owing to the widespread inuegce and 
effect that follows any public discussion 
of the question of farm labor in this 
state, and the results that may follow, a 
presentment as we propose, it is proper 
that we should, in closing this report, 
enter into a brief discussion of the influ- 
ence that has brought about the evils 
reported and make suggestions as to the 
remedies therefor. It has come to be a 
settled policy in this county that indict- 
ments for violation of contracts and 
for disposing of. property under lien, 
should be compromised and not tried. We 
are convinced that this is wrong in 
principle and dangerous in practice. Un- 
less it is stopped, abuses will grow up 
until the criminal courts are degraded 
into machines for private gain and of- 
ten for extortion and oppression. 

In our judgment it would be a crime 
to compromise any case after indictment 
found with a view of private gain. Nor 
can we condemn too severely that other 
fruitful source—in fact, the origin of 
the abuses herein reported—the leasing 
out of convicts to work on private farms. 
Evils already detailed are too eloquent to 
necessitate a discussion to prove this. 
This system should not be tolerated af- 
ter its results have been revealed as 
here.“ 

Judge Benet after reading the secret 
evidence taken by the committee, said it 
contained Pitiful details of long impris- 
onment, without even the mockery of a 
trial; whivpings, kidnapings, from one 
county to another, and even from Geor- 
gia.’’ 

He declared the grand jury had his pro- 
found thanks, and those of the state of 
South Carolina for the fearless, thor- 
ough discharge of their duty. He depre- 
cated. the unjust criticisms of northern 
newspapers, and declared South Caro- 
lina would not send her dirty linen to a 
federal laundry. The threat of congres- 
sional interference was absurd. Such 
talk did harm. It hurt the negroes’ 
cause. 

The solicitor will bring indictmenis 
against these planters at the June term 
of court. 


PAINTERS ARE OUT ON STRIEE. 


Contractors Made a Cut in Their 


. Wages. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 7.—Special.)— 
The union painters of this city are on 
strike. The painters claim that the con- 
tractors are endeavoring to establish a 
scale of wages for them, wherein all will 
receive the same pay, and if this is done, 
boss workmen will be paid the same as 
ordinary workmen. To establish this pro- 
posed scale it is said that a reduction in 
wages was made from $2.50 a day to $2, 
and the men refuse to submit to such 
terms, and guit work. The union here 
has a membership of 105 members, and an 
important meeting was held last night at 
the Central Labor Union’s hall, when the 
matter was discussed. Another meeting 
is being held tonight, and on next Friday 


night a mass meeting of all the labor, 


unions in the city will be held. At this 
meeting several prominent labor leaders 
will speak on matters of interest to the 
union men. 

The painters say that they are out to 
stay, and will fight the contractors to a 
finish, and fully expect to win, 


PURCHASED LAND IN FLORIDA. 


Ohio Capitalists Will Make It a 
Game Preserve. 

Jacksonville, Fla., March 7.—(Special.)— 
Ohio capitalists closed a deal today for 
the purchase. of 4,000 acres of improved 
Florida lands. located on the St. Johns 
river, forty-five miles south of Jackson- 
ville. On the land is a beautiful magnol- 
ia groye, and it is so situated that it is 
very desirable for residence purposes. 
During the coming summer the new- 
owners will erect several handsome 
homes thereon, and the entfre tract will 
be fenced and used as a game preserve for 
the enjoyment of the owners and their 
friendg, Hon. D. W. Allaman, ex-mem- 
ber of the Ohio legislature, and one of the 
law firm of Carr, Allaman & Kennedy, 
of Dayton, O.,; Theodore Fluhart, presi- 
dent of the Fluhart Coal Mining Compa- 
ny, of Wellston, O., and William Stack, 
a commission merchant, of Dayton, O., 
are some of the owners.

Memphis Committee Believe Their 
City Will Get River Commission. 
Memphis, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.)— 
At a meeting of the city coundail to- 
night Councilman Carrington reported 
that the committee which recently went 
to Washingto# to invite President Me- 
Kinley to Memphis, had called upon the 
secretary of war with a view of having 
the headquarters of the Mississippi river 
commission removed to Memphjs and had 
been encouraged. Upon the suggestion 
of the, official of the war department the 
council appointed, a committee to act 
with commrcial organizations in prepar- 
ing a memorial. It seems certain that 
the commission will come to Memphis.

TRIED Jo PUT HM IN Sth 


Trouble Said To Have Grown Out of 
Captain Ordering Man To Leave 
Shore and Board the Ship 
for a Sail. 


Norfolk, Va., March 7.—(Special.)—An 
attack upon the commanding officer of 
the revenue cutter Onandaga, the dis- 
charge of the quartermaster, Nil Olsen, 
of Baltimore, and the arrest of eight 
members of the cutter’s crew is the story 
brought ashore today from that vessel, 
which has sailed on a southern cruise. It 
is stated that because eight of the sail- 
ors were rounded up by the police of Nor- 
folk last night, on the eve of the ship’s 
sailing, by order of Captain Dehart, the 
men became enraged and attempted a 
mutiny. The story that they attempted to 
throw the captain overboard and were 
only prevented by the rest of the crew 
cannot be confirmed in the ship’s absence. 
{His would-be assailants were ordered 
ironed and consigned by the captain to 
imprisonment in the brig. Their subse- 
quent punishment will probably he ex- 
ceedingly severe. . 

For alleged insubordination Quarter- 
master Olsen was sent ashore and the 
recommendation that he be allowed to re- 
enlist is erased from his discharge, He 
predicts mutiny among the dissatisfied 
Sailors when the ship gets to sea. Last 
night’s mutineers will, in all probability, 
be confined to the ship for nine months. 


TRADE WITH SOUTH AMERICA. 


Plan Proposed by 4 Texas Commit- 
tee To Encourage It. 

Austin, Tex., March 7.—(Special.)—The 
legislature of Texas, at the opening of the 
session, appofnted a committee to inves- 
tigate and to suggest some plan whereby 
Texas and the United States could open 
& remunerative commercial relationship 
with South American states. The com- 
mittee has prepared its report and sug- 
gests that the best way of bringing the in- 
terests together is to begin by establish- 
ing, somewhere on the gulf coast of Texas 
easily accessible to transportation, both 
by land and sea, a pan-American trades 
college to be under the control of an 
inter-American board of supervisors; said 
institution to be a governmental one, in 
order that the United States and all South 
American republics might fee! directly 
interested in its success. The duties of 
this college shall be to instruct all stu— 
dents in the languages, habits, customs, 
laws and needs of the various people in 
North and South America. 

There shall be a department containing 
a permanent exhibit of all the goods, mer- 
chandise, machinery, instruments, imple- 
ments, utensils, wearing apparel, etc., 
used by the people of North and South 
America. It is figured out that this col- 
lege will prove of benefit to young men 
in cultivating business ideas and in show- 
ing what products or manufactured goods 
are desirable in South American coun- 
tries. 

The committee suggests that Texas do- 
nate the site for the exhibit for institu- 
tion, composed of, say 10,000 acres. and 
spend $1,000,000 in improvements. to be 
reimbursed later by the federal govern- 
ment in the same manner as the jetty 
improvement company ‘has been reim- 
bursed. It is also suggested that the leg- 
islature have this matter properly pre- 
sented to the trans-Mississippi congress 
to be held at Cripple Creek April next, 
also at the pan-Américan exhibition at 
Buffalo, N. Y., during the present year, 
and, further, that Texas congressmen be 
memoralized to take such favorable‘ac- 
tion as possible in the premises. 

The house of the Texas legislature this 
morning called up the resolution, intro- 
duced ‘some time ago, inviting Mrs. Na- 
tion to visit Texas and tabled the same by 
a vote of 92 to 5, the members saying that 
they preferred to go on record as oppos- 
ing anarchy rather than let the world 
in general think a Texis legislature in- 
dorsed such fanaticism as this. 

The senate devoted much of the day 
to the discussion of important land meas- 
ures without final action. 

The house committee having in charge 
the bill introauced several days ago to 
take away, by legislative authority, the 
permit granted the Waters-Pierce Oi] 
Company last May to do bustness in Tex- 
as; today took action and agreed to report 
it back favorably to the house. There 
will be an adverse minority report. 


MARTIN IS TO HELP SWANSON, 


Latter Will Try TO Get the Rich- 
mond Delegation. 
Richmond, Va., March 7.—(Spectal.)— 
Advices from Washington tonight say 
that Congressman Swanson, who will ar- 
rive here tomorrow night, will be accom- 
panied by Senator Thomas 8. Martin, 
who will spend a day or two here help- 
ing the fifth district congressman to lay 
his plans so as to capture a big slice of 
the Richmond delegation in the guberna- 
torial fight. It is and has been known 
all the while that Senator Martin would 
throw himself into the fight for Swanson. 
The coming of the two at this time is 
significant, as the city committee meets 
tomorrow night. The gubernatorial mat- 
ter will not come up at this meeting, 
but it will enable Mr. Swanson and his 
friends to touch elbows with the mem- 
bers. The congressman’s leaders here 
will oppose a precinct plan now talked of 
which permits the candidate leading in 

any precinct to name that delegation.

Identification of Body of Stranger 
Who Committed Suicide. 


Norfolk, Va., March 7.—(Spechal.)— 
Prominent Masons of this city, who inter- 
ested themseives in the case of the un- 
known Mason who committed suicide on 
an Old Dominion liner at sea, believe they 
have established the stranger's identity. 
Colonel Henry L. Turner, of the special 


committee appointed by Grice command- 


ery on the subject, believes the cuicide 
to have been C. L. Whitman, of New 
York, a veteran in a Massachusetts regi- 
ment. He has received a letter trom 
Boston describing the dead man in every 
detail. The initials C. L. W., tatoned 
on the arm, bear out the theory. The 
roan was at first thought to have been 
Dr. C. L. Warren, of New York. ‘The 
body may be disinterred for further iden- 
tification.

JUDGE YAN wick CHOSEN 


Elected President of the Southern 
Society of New York.

HE SUCCEEDS DR. W. H. POLE 


Makes Eloquent Speech in Accepting 
the Honor and Eulogizes 
the South. 


New York, March 7.—(Special.)—Judge 
Augustus W. Van Wyck has been chosen 
to succeed Dr. WHliam H. Polk as presi- 
dent of the Southern Society of New 
York. In accepting the position Judge 
Van Wyck expressed in cordial terms his 
appreciation of the honor conferred upon 
him by hig brethren, and among other 
things said: 

„We must bear in mind that the estima- 
tion of the worth of any class associated 
together by some common tie, such as the 
Same occupation, school of thought, creed 
of faith or aficestry, should be measured 
iby the average conduct and not by some 
sporadic incident. This should be remem- 
bered, for man, from carlessness or envy, 
is too prone to judge every class, except 
his own, by some depreciating exception 
rather than by this general rule. No class 
has suffered more from this tendency than 
the southern people, who have, through 
modesty and an over-confiding faith in 
man’s sense of justice, stood by silently,pa- 
tiently and without protest while they and 
their dear departed ones have been un- 
fairly criticised. The south with moral 
and intellectual courage has fought the 
good fight of life, recognizing but one 
courage, the courage of truth, and sat- 
isfied with but one victory, the victory 
of truth—the voice of justice. I accept the 
presidency of this society conscious of the 
honor, and appreciating that every pr:vi- 
lege carries with it a corresponding duty, 
which I shal] endeavor to perform in a 
manner deserving of your approval.“ 

Judge Van Wyck next went on to rpeak 
of the possibilities of the society, whose 
constituency in the metropolis was 300,- 
000 strong. He also referred at length 
to the achievements of the southern col- 
ony in New York, showing the difficulties 
which had been surmounted by the mul- 
titudes of sturdy southerners who had 
come to the metropolis in quest of for- 
tune. In eloquent terms he spoke of the 
south, her past traditions, her present 
prosperity and her future hopes, declaring 
that she had net only recovered from the 
‘consequences of defeat, but stood in the 
forefront of the wor.d’s progress. 

In concluding, Judge Van Wyck said: 

„The time has arrived for the complete 
extinguishment of that apvlogetic atti- 
tude and self excusing speech v hich mod- 
esty and aversiont o boastfulness has of- 
ten impelled southerners and those speak- 
ing for the south since 1861 to adopt. The 
time is at hand when the «-stracism of any 
leader in any of the southern states from 
an equal right to contest on fair terms 
for the national prizes from the lowest 
to the very highest, because of the local- 
ity of his leadership, should be effaced 
from the heart and thought of all good 
citizens throughout the land. 

„For the old south, rich with her noble 
traditions, patriotism, culture and refine- 
ment, and the new south, whose record 
has been marked by the most rapid str':des 
in material progress ever witnessed be- 
fore, have nothing to apologize for. 

“Both the old and the new have done 
their part well in the make-up of our 
marvelous republic and in her incompara- 
ble industrial prosperity. 

„Both have contributed their full share 
to the creation of the American race, 
constituting a people so grand in their 
emotions and mentality that the valor and 
deeds of southern and northern warriors 
and statesmen are the source of mutual 
pride in the uplifting of American life. 
The south shirks no duty devolving upon 
her by the arbitrament of arms. She bold- 
ly proclaims the imperative duty resting 
upon her to educate and uplift her negro 
population and has made more generous 
appropriations therefor, considering her 


wealth, than any of the northern or west- 


ern commonwealths. This nation today 
turns with confidence to the south for 
the exercise of that conservatism which 
is the fair daughter of liberty and thrift; 
that conservatism which preserves the 
useful things in human experiences, as 
well as for that radicalism which is the 
lusty son of law and order, who, with a 
verile hand, strangles anarchy and cor- 
ruption. 

“They are a religious people filled with 
reverence for the things deserving 
veneration, holding personal honor high 
above all else and believing that the Lord 
is needed in all that relates to the human 
compact for the full development of mo- 
ralities and the restraint of immorali- 
ties. The future of our soythland is ra- 
diant with realizing hopes in every de- 
partment of human progress. Our love 
for the southern commonwealths builded 
so well by our ancestors, is only equalled 
by our affection for this great common- 
wealth of our home, builded equally well 
by the knickerbocker ancestors of some 
of our members. 

“Tl appeal with all the earnestness of my 
nature to every member and friend of this 
society to exert his best endeavors to 
strengthen and enlarge the fleld of its 
usefulness.” 


MEMPHIS’ BIG BRIDGE ABLAZE. 


All Trains Delayed for Several Hours 


Yesterday. 

Memphis, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.)— 
Not a wheel has turned over the Mem- 
phis and Mississippi river bridge since 2 
o’clock this morning on account of a fire 
which had its origin in a live coal drop- 
ped from aq locomotive. Fire was dis- 
covered on the structure while rapidly 
eating {ts way across the floors, The fire 
department was oalled out and after lay- 
ing a line of hose 2,000 feet long battled 
with the flames for four hours. About 200 
feet of flooring was burned out and some 
of the steel warped, while thirty feet of 
wooden stringers were destroyed. All 
trains of the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham, Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis, Choctaw, Oklahoma and 
Gulf and Cotton Belt and Missouri Pa- 
cific have been tied up, but traffic will be 
resumed early in the morning. 


NEW ARMORY WAS DEDICATED 


Interesting Time with the Military 
of Chattanooga. 
Chattanooga, Tenn., March 7.—(Special.) 
The new armory for the National Guard 
of this city and county, built by the city 
and coanty, and the only building belong- 
ing exclusively to militia mén in Ten- 
nessee, was formally dedicated tonight, 
Governor «McMillin, Adjutant General 
Brandon, and Secretary of State John 
W. Morton and the governor's staff being 
present and participating. Governor 
McMillin and party were tendered a din- 
ner tonight by the armory trustees, at 
which a number of citizens were pres- 
ent. This afternoon at 3 o’clock the

TO INTIMIDATE MEMBERS 


Sergeant-at-Arms Put Cooper Out, 
Despite the Claim That He 
Was Present as a Repre- 
sentative of President 

McKinley. 


Honolulu, March 1, via San Francisco, 
March 7.—The first territorial legislature 
of Hawaii began its sessions in Honolulu 
on February 2th and has been in session 
since. 

J. A. Akina, independent, a Hawallan- 
Chinese member from the island of 
Ka uaal, was elected speaker of the houge 
and Dr. Nicholas Russell, of Hawali, a 
white man, was chosen president of the 
senate. 

On the third day Secretary of the Ter- 
ritory Cooper was ordered out of the 
house and escorted out by the sergeant 
at arms. Acting under the section of 
the territorial act which provides that 
he “shall record and preserve the laws 
and proceedings of the legislature,’’ Sec- 
retary Cooper took a place on the floor 
of the house with a stenographer to 
secure a record of the proceedings. 

Representative Beckley, independent, 
offered a resolution requiring him to 
leave. The resolution set forth that his 
presence on the floor was a violation of 
the rule that the three departments of 
government—executive, judicial and legis- 
lative—must be kept separate, and it was 
urged in debate that Governor Dole had 
put Cooper where he was with a view to 
intimidating members. 

Cooper Represented McKinley. 

Cooper was declared by republicans to 
be present as a representative of Presi- 
dent McKinley, as he had been ordered 
to transmit a report to Washington, but 
even this plea did not deter the independ- 
ents. After a long debate they passed 
the Beckley resolution by a vote of 20 to 
9, the nine being all the republicans 
in the house. 

With both houses in control of the in- 
dependent home rule party and contain- 
ing a majority of native Hawalians, the 
legislature has already been the scene of 
some remarkable proceedings and the 
end of the session promises to see many 
very radical measures adopted, among 
those to which the controlling party is 
committed being a liquor dispensary law, 
a taxation system that will be a combi- 
nation of single tax and income tax doc- 
trines, an election law based on propor- 
tionate representation and a law exclud- 
ing from the territory all persons who 
may arrive here afflicted with consump- 
tion or leprosy.

The question of languages is another 
source of trouble. The organic act says 
that all proceedings of the legislature 
shall be conducted in English. Half of 
the members cannot speak English, and 
Hawaiian interpreters have been em- 
ployed in both houses. It is the opinion 
of some lawyers that this will invalidate 
all proceedings and this matter will 
come before the courts when some laws 
have been passed. Chief Justice Frear 
and Governor Dole, who were members 
of the commission that adopted the rule 
in question, have expressed the opinion 
that it intended to provide that no lan- 
guage but English should be spoken. The 
independents claim that laws and resolu- 
tions, etc., shall be in English. Every 
measure and every speech is being given 
in both English and Hawaiian. 


HE WILL LEAVE TUSCALOOSA. 


Professor Melton Has Not Decided 
Where To Locate. 
Tuscaloosa, Ald.. March 7.—(Special. )— 
Professor W. F. Melton has announced 
that he will not remain in Tuscaloosa next 
year as president of the Tuscaloosa Fe- 
male college, which he has so acceptably 
conducted during the past four years. 
Professor Melton, it is understood, has 
offered the trustees of the college $7,000 
for the college property, but they declined 
to sell at that figure. Professor Melton 
has not decided yet where he wil] locate 
next year, but he has several Alabama 
town under consideration. It is rumored 
here that a prominent north Alabama 
eclucator will purchase the college here 
and run it and the one which he is al- 
ready connected with.

More Persons Deported. 

Washington, March 7.—General Mac- 
Arthur has notified the war department

Rosa, Norberto Dimayuga, Jose Buena- 
ventura and Antonio Prisco Reyes. 


To Be Held Until Peace. 


By direction of the commanding gen- 
eral these persons were delivered to Ma- 
jor Henry B. Orwig on board the trans- 
bort Rosecrans for deportation to the 
island of Guam, there to be held under 
surveillance or in actual custody, as elr- 
cumstances may require, during the fur- 
ther progress of hostilities and until such 
time as the restoration of normal peace 
conditions in the Philippines has resulted 
in a public declaration of the termination 
of such hostilities.”

“If you force a tax upon the company,” 
declared Mr. Hurt, “don’t you know it 
will put it upon the consumers?” 

He then went on to say that there was 
also an objection to a clause in the 
eleventh section and another in the ninth 
section. He stated th@ he was in no- 
wise responsible for the printed reports 
that a consolidation was contemplated. 

“I am not, and the company is not, as 
far as I know,” said he, “negotiating for 
a consolidation.” | 

Mr. Hurt stated that some time agp 
he had remarked that competition would 
hurt the city and that a combination 
of interests would be of more benefit to 
all concerned. He said that in nearly all 
the large cities of the north the car lines 
were operated by one company and that 
the service thus rendered was far supe- 
rior to that which could have been ren- 
dered had the lines been divided among 
a number of companies. To further illus- 
trate he declared that the old Consolidat- 
ed was in better shape than the eight 
original separate companies that were 
brought under one management in 1891, 


LaHatts for Longer Grants. 


Alderman LaHatte then said he wanted 
the Power company to. have a forty-eight 
year franchise; that he was opposed to 
the twenty-one year idea, and further 
that he was not in favor of imposing a 
heavy or unjust taxation.

Defeat of the Plunder Bill. 

The closing work of Senator Carter, 
of Montana, by which he prevented the 
$57,000,000 river and harbor bill from 
becoming a law, places the whole coun- 
try under obligation to him for having 
fully exposed one of the greatest 
schemes of public plunder that was 
ever devised. | 

It is a pity, as the senator said, that 
really meritorious work has to be load - 
ed down by demands for the improve- 
ment of every creek in the country: in 
the vain effort to manufacture naviga- 
ble streams out of unknown rivulets. 
The case presented by Senator Carter, 
in which the government is asked to 
create a thirty-foot harbor out of one 
foot natural depth of water, so well il- 
lustrates his point that little else may 
be added to make it plain. The only 
possible excuse for the bill in the shape 
in which it was presented was that of- 
fered by Senator Tillman, that since a 
steal was inevitable, it should be di- 
vided up equitably between the states. 

The expenditure of such vast sums of 
money in maintaining the navigable 
condition of certain rivers is doubtful 
at best, in view of Senator Tillman’s 
suggestion that the day of river navi- 
gation hag gone by. The fleets of the 
Mississippi and the Missouri have been 
displaced by the fast railroad train. As 
the Illinois Central skirts the Missis- 
sippi all the way up to St. Louis, oth- 
er railroads parallel the other rivers of 
the country. Congress is yearly beset 
by the representatives of city districts 
to open up a near by river in order 
that they may have the benefit of com- 
petitive rates from the railroads, when 
the only competition ever aftempted 
is the occasional running of a scow 
boat in order to put in an appearance, 
For all actual purposes of transporta- 
tion these rivers have béen completely 
abandoned. The government might as 
well pass up a subsidy to a candle fac- 
tory in order to bolster it up against 
electricity as attempt to set up the 
river agains: the railroad. No man 
regards the proposition seriously, as 
the under-motive is well understood. 
In order to save the merchants of a 
given city a possible aggregate saving 
of $10,000 a year in freights, the gov- 
ernment is requested to spend on the 
near by river $£00,000 in dredging. 

But the worst abuse is not even here 
—it is in the addition of rivers the 
names of which are not generally 
known in the states in which they are 
supposed to be located. Preliminary 
surveys are asked for in cases where 
it is well known that no other result 
Will ever be reached than the spend- 
ing of the first appropriation. If the

ed to the next bill, a chunk of $100,000 
will be thrown to him as jaurtily as if 
it were an apple. 7 

As long as the river and harbor bill 
remains what it is, highland towns 
will be perfectly justified in asking for 
the digging of thirty-foot harbors re- 
gardless how many miles distant 
they may from the sea. The river 
and harbor bill, be it remembered, was 
in conference. It had already been 
passed by both houses, and the diverg- 
ence was not cne of appropriation, but 
of the respective pulls of the two cham- 
bers. Both houses had voted for the 
creation of Mattituck harbor out of an 
available one foot of water. In other 
words, congress proposed, not to de- 
velop a natural harbor, but to dig one 
outright for the special benefit of some 
New York congressman. 

Taking this as a precedent, Atlanta 
has a perfect right to demand that the 
United States shall dredge out a har- 
bor thirty feet deep on the site of the 
present union depot, where we can 
show up something over one foot of 
water occasionally. True, we would 
need ocean connection, but let the gov- 
ernment build canals. Give us one 
heading down toward Columbus, where 
we will join the navigable Chatta- 
hoochee and reach the gulf. Send an- 
other down to some point below Au- 
gusta, which will. put us into the At- 
lantic by way of Savannah. Others 
might find their way north, east, west 
and south. Why not? Atlanta is a 
great distributing point for commerce, 
therefore, the business interests of the 
country demands this system of canals. 
We have the word of the late General 
Sherman for it that Atlanta is the mili- 
tary key to the entire southeast; there- 
fore, these canals are a great military 
necessity. Then, since we have be- 
come “a world power,” the new harbor 
of Atlanta, accessible by canal from 
every sea, could float the nation’s navy. 
This proposition is based entirely upon 
conditions made ‘possible by a Dill 
which actually passed both houses and 
which only fell by the way through 
miscarriage. 

To be serious about this subject, it is 
time that the policy of appropriation, 
dfvision and silence should be aban- 
doned in favor of a policy based upon 
honesty and good faith. Let the river 
and harbor bill be abolished from all 
further legislation. Then meritorious 
measures of improvement can be pre- 
sented and discussed upon their merits. 
When sure enough river or harbor bills 
are presented, such as those relating 
to Savannah, Brunswick, Charleston, 
New York or other real places, they 
can be debated on their own claims, 
and the money will be well spent. 

Having these views, we feel that Sen- 
ator Carter, in saving the country 
$57,000,000, has done a substantia! ser- 
vice, opening the way for the next con- 
gress to inaugurate a better plan.

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The Negro as a Laborer. 

The negro as a laborer has fallen 
under the displeasure of Dr. W. C. 
Stubbs, director of the experimental 
farm of Louisiana. who says that he 
is even more gshiftliess and unreliable 
than ever. 

As Dr. Stubbs occupies a place bring- 
ing him into close relationship with the 
soil, what he says must attract atten- 
tion. He declares that in consequence 
of negro shiftlessness efforts have been 
made to attract white immigration into 
that state. Large numbers of Italians 
have arrived direct via New Orleans 
and overland from New York. The 
satisfactory work done by these men 
has led to a desire for more, and 4s 
they come in the negro will be shoved 
out. 

Among the causes leading to the de- 
moralization of negro labor, Dr. Stubbs 
refers to the tendency of the colored 
people moving toward the cities, rall- 
roads, sawmills, etc., the same as is 
noticed in other parts of the south. 
These he attributes largely to two 
facts: one, the gradual]. reduction in the 
price of cotton, which has discouraged 
to a large extent the growing of crops 
upon the share, or the cropping and 
renting system; and to the fact that 
negro youth is exceedingly anxious to 
“see the world” and to mix and min- 
gle with the strife and excitement of 
city life. In this respect Dr. Stubbs 
views the future rather gloomily, and 
considers the question as exceedingly 
serious, and will require the wisdom 
and patience of our best statesmen to 
bring out of it a satisfactory solution. 

It is inevitable that white men should 
appropriate more and more occupations 
hitherto given over to negroes. When- 
ever such a change is once made it be- 
comes anent. In many sections 
of the south white girls serve in ho- 
tels, and even the barber’s trade, once 
considered the negro’s position, has 
been taken up by white men, who find 
it to be profitable employment. Still 
it will be.a long time, if ever, before 
the negro can be dispensed with; but 
it is incumbent on him to know that 
he must improve his capacity or he will 
have to stand aside. 
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The Male in Shirt Waist. 
The discussion of the male in shirt 
waist, which was particularly heated in 
the Whitehall district last July, and 
which was expected to become a reality 
during the ensuing summer, has re- 
ceived a sad setback. 
The haberdashers say in the prelim- 
inary announcements that— 
Men’s shirt waists form but a very in- 
significant part of the average line and 
are absent from the high class line. We 
think that the buying has been very mod- 
erate, and that the shirt waist will not 
figure to any extent in next summer's 
business. The best retail houses are ig- 
noring it entirely.

Commissioners of 
agriculture from many states have given 
their testimony and the commission is 
anxious also to hear trom Geofgia. 

“I think we can tell them an entirely 
different story from some that have been 
told not so very long ago, and by south- 
ern men, too,” said Captain Wright yes- 
terday. “The agricultural classes in 
Georgia, and that includes the laborers 
among them, have not been in better con- 
dition in years than they are now. I am 
confident Georgia can make a good show- 
ing.“ 


The officials at the state capltol are 
tired of using home-made time and here- 
after they are going to get their supply 
of it direct from Washington. From all 
accounts nothing has been done exactly 
on time at the capitol of late years. All 
the clocks in the building, according to 
Secretary of State Phil Cook, have been 
anywhere from twenty to six minutes 
awry for several years past. This has 
led to all sorts of irregularity in meal 
hours and everything else. 

Yesterday a contract was made with the 
Western Union Telegraph Company for 
six clocks, synchronized clocks, clocks 
connected by wire with the time ball at 
Washington, and guaranteed to keep the 
only correct time. One will be placed in 
the south and one in the north corridor 
of the capitol, one in the state library, 
one in the supreme courtroom, one in the 
governor’s office and one at the executive 
mansion. This will enable the statehouse 
officiais to dispense with the services of 
the clock repairer who has had charge 
of the capitol clocks for some years. The 
statehouse Officials gre all satisfied with 
the change and rather welcome the fact 
that in the future they will have reliable 
timepieces around them. 


Attorney General Terrell is puzzling 
himself over a question submitted to him 
by the people of Watkinsville, in Oconee 
county. The last legislature passed a law 
providing for an amendment to the char- 
ter of Watkinsville, if the amendment 
should be approved by two-thirds of the 
qualified voters of the towt at an election 
to be held for that purpose. An election 
was held and the amendment failed. Now 
the mayor and council of Watkinsville 
want to know if they can hold another 
election on the same issué. The act does 
not specifically say there shal] be only 
one election, in fact it is somewhat vague 
on that point. The attorney general is 
hunting for a precedent, but up to a late 
hour yesterday he had not found one. It 
is more than likely that the people of 
Watkinsville will have to have a new law 
passed before they can get their amend- 
ment through. 


The Confederate Veterans’ Association 
of Savannah has appointed a committee 
to aid in getting pensions for worthy 
veterans in Chatham county. This is due 
to the recent complaint from the grand 
jury that Chatham was not getting a fair 
share of the pension fund, and that ap- 
plications from veterans there were being 
turned down on frivolous pretexts. 

“T think I shall write down there and 
ask them to put me on the committee,“ 
said Pension Commissioner Lindsey yes- 
terday. “I will be glad to help them get 
pensiofis for any worthy veterans. I do 
not think I will have any difficulty in 
showing the people of Chatham that I am 
not responsible for Chatham’s failure to 
get any more of the pension fund. If the 
applications are all right there will be 
no trouble about them.“ 


Governor Candler yesterday pardoned 
William J. Hill, of Carroll county, who 
was sentenced in 1892 to serve a life sen- 
tence in the penitentiary for the murder 
of Bird Perkins. It appears Hill got into 
a fight with three men and during the 
trouble he killed one of them. According 
to the prison commission the evidence 
did not warrant anything more severe 
than a verdict of manslaughter. The case 
had been passed upon once before by the 
prison commission and the application 
denied. Senator Hamrick represented Hill 
before the commission this time and suc- 
ceeded in convincing its members that 
Hill ought to be given his liberty. 


Secrétary Yancey, of the prison com- 
mission, is sending out circulars to the 
county commissioners of all the counties 
urging them to send in promptly their 
monthly reports relating to the misde- 
meanor convict camps. In many in- 
stances the county authorities overlook 
this matter and frequently it is necessary 
to stir them up a bit. 


Colonel W. B. Lamar, attorney general 
of Florida, was at the capitol yesterday 
and called on State Treasurer Park and 
Attorney General Terrell. He is on his 
way home from Washington, where he 
went to argue a caSe before the United 
States supreme court. 


Hon. Martin V. Calvin, of Augusta, was 
at the capitol yesterday and called on a 
number of the statehouse officials.

Macon Has Potato Farm. 

The largest irish potato farm in the 
state is being established at Macon. 
Messrs. George Brooks and J. C. Ed- 
wards are the owners of the new enter- 
prise, and they are confidnt of making 
money out of their venture. These gen- 
tlemen take the view that if the Macon 
merchants can buy potatoes from the 
northern and western markets and pay 
the freight on them and still sell them 
at a profit that they can better afford to 
get them at home and make an extra 
profit for themselves. 

The new farm is locafed in a low, 
marshy place and contains nine acres. It 
will take about forty barrels of potatoes 
at a cost of $120 for the first planting. 
About 400 pounds of fertilizer has been 
used to the acre, and the owners believe 
that they will raise at least 300 bushels 
of potatoes to the acre. 


The Old Screven Mansion Sold. 

The old Screven mansion in Savannah, 
one of the most historic old dwellings:in. 
the state, has been sold under the ham- 
mer. The sale of the Screven mansion 
was conducted by Mr. I. D. LaRoche. It 
is one of the historic old houses of Sa- 
vannah, having been the home of the late 
lamented Colonel John Screven and sev- 
eral generations of the Screven family. 
It is a commodious two-story structure, of 
the old style of architecture in vogue dur- 
ing the early part of the last century. 
The lot upon which it stands, at the 
southeast corner of Congress and Aber- 
corn streets, has a front of 180 feet on 
Congress street and a rectangular depth 
on Abercorn of 9 feet. Outhouses and 
stables aré located in the rear of the 
residence, on the lane. 


Pine Straw To Be Sold. 


An industry that gave promise of pan- 
ning out well for the. investors has fall- 
en through in Washington on account of 
high freight rates. Mr. Marsh Sims, of 
that place, having found a market for 
pine straw conceived the idea of packing 


press just in the same manner that cotton 
is pressed. Pine straw being rather 
plentiful about Washington, there was no 
trouble in getting all the. material neges- 
sary, but it developed that the railroads 
wanted the same freight on a bale of pine 
straw that they did on a bale of cotton, 
in spite of the fact that cotton was worth 
$180 a bale, while the straw could only 
be sold for $12. 

Mr. Sims has not yet given up the idea 
of shipping the straw, and he declares 
that he will bring the matter before the 
inter-state railroad commission for ad- 
justment. 


This Breaks the Record. 


One of the most unique divorce suits 
on record has just been settled in Savan- 
nah. It was one of those cases where a 
divorce coupon should have gone with 
the marriage certificate. 

The case tried was that of James A. 
Kesler against Minnie Kesler. On the 
stand the plaintiff said he married the 
defendant October 3, 1897. The plaintiff 
is an elderly man, and the defendant, it 
appears, is quite a young woman. She 
made no answer or objection to the suit 
‘and was not present in court while it was 
being tried. 

One hour after the knot had been tied, 
according to the statement of the plaint- 
iff, his wife deserted him. She first 
touched him for $50, for the alleged pur- 
pose of making some purchases, and he 
sat down in the hotel where the honey- 
moon was to have begun and awaited her 
return. Kesler was of the opinion that 
if he had not got tired and given up, he 
would have been waiting there yet, and 
been iust as far from seeing his wife. 
She never showed up. 

The jury thought that under the cir- 
cumstances the plaintiff was entitled to a 
first verdict of total divorce, and one 
was granted in his favor. 


A Co-operative Mill. 

Rome is to have a co-operative cotton 
mill. The plan was talked of some time 
ago and for awhile it looked as if it 
would be abandoned, but the gentlemen 
interested in the co-operative cotton mill 
er manufacturing plant of some char- 
acter are going steadily forward shaping 
up plans and arousing interest. 

The idea of a co-operative industry has 
met with general favor, and it is believed 
that the effort to awaken sentiment will 
result most happily.” * 

Mr. Goetchins has some very interest- 
ing letters from other points where suc- 
cessful manufactories have been started 
under the same idea as here. 


Oldest Graduate To Attend. 

Dr. Beniamin M. Palmer may be pres- 
ent at the centennial exercises of the 
university of Georgia. 

That distinguished Presbyterian divine 
and alumnus of the university was chosen 
as the centennial orator of the Alumni 
Society, but on account of his advanced 
age had to decline, the first alternate, 
Judge Emory Speer, accepting that place. 

Dr. Palmer is very anxious, however, to 
be present next June, and if his health 
will permit he will surely be there. 

He is the second oldest graduate of the 
university living, Dr. A. H. Mitchell, of 
the class of 1828, being the oldest, and 
Dr. Palmer, of New Orleans, and Dr. 
Lewis Anderson, of Madison, Ga., of the 
class of 1838, being the next oldest. 

Dr. Palmer is very much attached to the 
institution and will be there if he possi- 
bly can. 


A Test Case. 

A test case is being made in Augusta to 
test the constitutionality of an act of the 
legislature granting to disabled and in- 
digent confederate soldiers a license to 
€o business without charge in lieu of all 
other licenses. The number of old sol- 
diers all over the state who do business 
under these kind of licenses is very large, 
and the outcome of the Augusta case will 
be watched with interest. A case was 
brought before the recorder in Augusta, 
end it seems that he declared, in his 
opinion, the case was unconstitutional. 
that having been the opinion of a former 
recorder. The city attorney of Aug ista 
also believes the law unconstitutional, 
and the city council has been petitioned 
to have test cases made. Quite a number 
of cases have already been made, and the 
law will be thoroughly tested. 


The Churches Closed. 

The people of Waycross went through 
a novel expcrience on last Sunday. Way- 
cross is a city of about 7,000 inhabitants, 
and bas seventeen churches, but every 
place of worship was closed. None of 
the Sunday schcols were cpen, and no re- 
ligious services of any kind were held ex- 
cept by the families in their homes, This 
suppression of religious gatheringg was 
dve to an order of the board of health 
forbidding the assemblage of persons in 
public places because of the existence of 
an epidemic of scarlet fever in the com- 
munity. The people and even the pastors 
of Waycross agreed with the board of 
health that the step was a necessary one, 


and no one raised any objection.

HIS STRIKING PLATFORM 


All the Chigago newspapers are talk- 
ing abofit the platform of the Chicago 
democrats, which was unanimously 
adopted, and on which Carter Harrison 
was unanimously renominated for mayor. 
That he will be overwhelmingly re-elect- 
ed, there seems to be no doubt. 

Among other things, the platform de- 
clares: 


“It is not too much to say that under 
the able, fearless and incorruptible chief 
magistracy of Carter H. Harrison more 
important improvements have been ef- 
fected in our municipal government than 
in any similar period in the entire his- 
tory of the city. 

“A successful resistance has been made 
to the audacious and corrupt attempts 
of franchise grabbers to appropriate, 
without proper compensation, the public 
streets for private profit. 

“The city electric light plant has been 
quadrupled in capacity, while the ex- 
penses of operation have been greatly 
reduced, thus adding to the safety and 
comfort of the public and bringing about 
an equal saving of its cash: 

“The city water system has deen 
largely extended and improved, the old- 
time water famines rendered impossible, 
and citizens served at a diminished rate, 
while the total revenues of the city from 
this source have been increased. 


“MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP — We 
again declare our belief in ultimate mu- 
nicipal ownership of all public utilities, 
and we demand that no grant of fran- 
chise shall be made which fails to recog- 
nize this sound principle of municipal 
government. 

“STREET RAILWAY FRANCHISES— 
In the interest of the general public we 
demand an early settlement of the street 
railway franchise question. Pending the 
achievement of municipal ownership, we 
believe that no franchise for street rail- 
ways shall be granted or extended for a 
longer period than twenty years, and 
then only with provisions for a fair com- 
pensation, based upon a percentage of 
gross receipts, for a reduction of fare 
during crowded hours of the day, for a 
betterment of conditions in the accom- 
modation of the public, for the acquisi- 
tion of the lines by the municipality at 


the end of the grant and for an express 
waiver by the traction companies of all 
supposed rights under the so-called nine- 
ty-nine-year act. 

“THE REFERENDUM—We declare 
our: belief in the efficacy of the referen- 
dum in all questions of great moment 
as a protection of the public against un- 
wise legislation and the corrupt influ- 
ences of vicious corporations. 

“CITY LIGHTS TO PRIVATE CON- 
SUMERS—We affirm the business of 
supplying light for commercial purposes 
to be a legitimate function of municipal 
government, and we demand such an 
amendment of our city charter as will 
enable Chicago to supply its citizens 
with gas and electric current.” 

In accepting the nominatic.., Mr Har- 
rison, in referring to the above declara- 


tions, said: 

It is my platform. My opponent has 
seen fit to challenge my position on cer- 
tain specific issues. He has said that I 
am vague on some pertinent questions 
and that I hesitate to declare myself. 
For his information I will say: { 

“T stand squarely in favor of menicipal 
ownership of every public utflity which 
the city is prepared to handle. I am 
insistent that every step in contracts 
and renewals shall be taken with a viey 
to subsequent municipal ownership. I 
believe that the only public utility which 
the city should manage now is the light- 
ing plant. I am strongly in favor of the 
legislature authorizing the city to estab- 
lish plants and to sell gas and electricity 
in the business field. 

My position on street railway fran- 
chises and extensions is known to the 
people. I have never evaded it, and I 
point to my record as evidence of my 
attitude and intention.“ 


The Chicago Times-Herald says edito- 
rially of the platform: 


pon most of the principles enunciat- 
ed in the democratic platform there is @ 
wholesome unanimity among the citizens 
of Chicago of all shades of politics. We 
are in substantial agreement as to street 
railway franchises, the canal water pow- 
er, home rule, representation at Spring- 
field, bonds for permanent improvements,

KNOCKED OUT THE BILL 


Washington, March 5.—Senator Carter’s 
famous speech which defeated the river 
and harbor bill is still the talk of the 
capital. He opened his speech by saying: 

“I have no hesitation in saying in the 
presence of the senate that the basis upon 
which this bill and all river and harbor 
bills for a dozen years, within the scope 
of my knowledge, have been constructed 
is vicious and entirely contrary to just 
end equitable principles of legislation. 
Any senator who will carefully read this 
bill, and in conjunction with it the report 
upon which it is based, will inevitably 
be driven to the conclusion, unhappy 
though that conclusion may be and hu- 
miliating as it is, that the bill is framed, 
constructed and completed upon the 
—— Principle of -division and 81 


“This bill from first to last—and not a 
page of the bill need be excepted—is sur- 
Charged with items repugnant to the 
judgment of every senator, items which 
every Senator is conscious are lacking in 
merit and should not be incorporated in 
any bill appropriating money from the 
public treasury.”’ 


Opera Bouffe Aspects. 


Continuing, Senator Carter sald: 

Here is $5,000 for Mattituck Harbor, N. 1 
Who ever heard of Mattituck harbor? Where 
is Mattituck harbor? Here is the answer in 
the engineer’s report: ‘‘Mattituck harbor is on 
Long Isiand sound, and the natural depth of 
water at the entrance is from one to two feet.“ 

They want thirty feet of water at Mattituck 
harbor. The senafor from West Virginia very 
aptly suggests to me at this point that the 
turkeys are required as towboats to tow the 
catfish out of that place when water gets low. 
(Laughter.) The senator from Maryland says 
to me we had better sink a well up there and 
pump water out in order to get a harbor. This 
sound’s ridiculous, but the naked, cold truth 
remains that out of the toiling millions whom 
we are empowered to tax we are to take $5,- 
000 for this purpose, 

That takes the opera bouffe aspects from this 
case and makes it something of a tragedy. I 
will not touch all these ridiculous 12 
as we pass by, but only the high places where 
the low water is found, (Laughter). 

I recall a survey demanded by a member 
from Texas, during my brief service in the 
house of representatives, of a river in that 
state, with a view of having some improve- 
ments made on the river in the interest of nav- 
igation. When the engineer of the United 
States army went down there to examine the 
river with a view to having deep water for a 
hundred miles up through the channel, the 
member met him at the mouth of the river and 
said: ‘‘Do you think we would be more com- 
fortable going up the bed of the river in a 
buckboard than on horseback?’ (Laughter). 


Scores Savannah River. 


Then we have “improving Savannah river’’— 
that is a good river—‘‘above Augusta, 81.000.“ 
and that is the maximum amount given to a 
good project. The large sums 80 to projects 
too small for anything. The Savannah is navi- 
gable only for poled boats; that is, boats that 
are propelled by hand. When we get down to 


— 


preparing a way for ordinary skiffs and canoes 
to pass over the shoals and up the creeks, 1 
think we had better stop. : 

Mr, Beveridge—It will probably take 
thousand dollars to buy poles. 

Mr. Tillman—The Mississippi itself has quit 
having any steamboats on it almost and the 
whole scheme of river improvement is a hum- 
bug and a steal, but if you are going to steal, 
let us divide it up—(laughter)—and do not go 
to complaining. 

Mr, Carter—With a frankness that has al- 
ways characteried the senator, he comes to my 
rescue in this good work. I do not pretend to 
denominate these matters either as grand or 
petty larceny or as ordinary stealing, as the 
plain vernacular of South Carolina would put 
it, but I do say that in order to expose the 
monumental grabbing that has grown up and 
around this bill it is only essential to go over 
its details. It appears ridiculous, utterly ab- 
surd, wholly indefensible, from any standpoint 
whatever, It is an unhappy condition of things 
to contemplate, when we are brought face to 


the 


face with the fact that the harbor of New . 


York, with its majestic commerce, the harbor 
of San Francisco, the harbor of Charleston, 
the great harbors around the country, upon 
which the nation at large depends for incom- 
ing and outgoing commerce, cannot be honestly 
improved without filtering the public money 
out through these various little channels, caus- 
ing men who realize the value of the money 
they are appropriating to blush in the act 
when the facts are brought before them, 


Pork Bill of Congress. 


This bill has become known in the most re- 
mote corners of the United States, out in the 
villages and hamlets of the Rocky mountains, 
throughout the Mississippi valley, all along the 
respective coasts, as the ‘‘pork’’ bill of con- 
gress, Every man who has a piece of pork in 
the bill is expeeted to keep his mouth shut and 
to square his conscience with his duty der 
his oath as best he can. This bill will fail m 
each congress in which it ts brought up in the 
future, in my humble judgment, unless correct 
principles of legislation are employed in the 
preparation of the bill, and it should fajl. Nine- 
tenths of the items are without merit, without 
justification. It is regarded in this chamber 
and elsewhere as a sort of pusher. Men have 
stood mute on this floor during the present 
session of congress, If I judge correctly, be- 
cause they wished to get things out of the way 
of the river and harbor bill. The honest con- 
victions of members have frozen on their lips 
because they had some trifling river appropri- 
ation or some little harbor snap in the river 
and harbor bill which they wished to bring 
home to their districts and deliver to thetr 
constituents, 

You will find these items, generally speaking, 
not based upon the merits of the respective 
cases, but upon the number of members of 
congress. from the state. There are about 
thirty-six members from New York. I war- 
rant you will find about thirty-six items in the 
bill for the state only, and you will find just 
as many items from the state of Georgia as 
there are members in the house and senate 
from that state. If you look over the electoral 
college and determine the number of electoral 
votes from a state you can tell about the 
number of items and the aggregate amount 
of the items, judging by proportions, to be 
found in the river and harbor bill. It does 
not make any difference whether there is a 
foot of water or six inches of water or no 
water at all in the river in the state, the ap- 
propriation goes by common custom. This is 
an unfortunate condition of things, no one will 


gainsay that, and it must be stopped. 0

Card Fisher, a young man who recent- 
ly engaged in a fight with H. J. Trout, 
cashier of the Capital City Club, on the 
front porch of the club, was convicted 
yesterday on the charge of assault and 
battery, before Judge Calhoun, in the 
city court. The young man was fined 
$100 and costs, or six months in the 
chaingang. 

The fight occurred about 1 o’clock in 
the morning and from the accounts given 
on the trial it was a bloody affair. It 
seems that Fisher and Trout had form- 
erly been friends, but some trouble had 
arisen between them and for several 
months they had not spoken to each 
other.

Trout returned the salutation and ac- 
cording to the evidence Fisher then ex- 
tended his hand, but Trout refused to 
shake. On returning from Decatur, Trout 
went to the club and found Fisher on the 
porch. It seems that they had some 
words and a blow was struck. . The wit- 
nesses for the prosecution claimed that 
Fisher struck this blow, while two young 
men who were waiting on the sidewalk 
for Fisher, testified that Trout landed 
first. 1 

A general scrimmage ensued and Trout 
claims that the other two men rushed to 
the scene and held him, one of them 
beating him. Fisher claimed that he 
went to the club to secure an explanation 
from Trout as to his action in refusing 
to shake hands with him,.and did not go 
with the intention of using violence. He 
said Trout struck the first blow.

China. 


London, March 7.— The government pub- 
Ashes a dispatch from the British am- 
bassador at St. Petersburg, Sir Charles 
Stewart Scott, relating to the assurances 
given February 6th by the Russian min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Count Lamsdort, 
concerning the Manchurian affair. It 
appears that the Russian minister con- 
sented February 27th to its publication 
as accurately representing Russia's atti- 
tude in the proceedings in Manchuria, 
Sir Charles Scott says in part: 


“Count Lamsdorf gave me the true ver- 
sion of what had taken place very read- 
ily. He said he had read allegations in 
the press that Russia had concluded or 
Was engaged in concluding with China a 
convention or permanent arrangemen 
which would give Russia new rights and 
a virtual protectorate over southern Man- 
churia. his he declared to be quite un- 
true, asserting that the only ground for 
the rumor must have been the fact pa 
wno 
had been engaged in the temporary oc- 
cupation and pacification of the province, 
had been directed, when reinstating the 
Chinese authorities, to arrange with the 
local civil authorities a modus vivendi 
simultaneous 
presence of Russians and Chinese 
southern Manchuria with the object of 

reventing a recurrence of disturbances 
n the vicinity of the Russian frontier 
and of protecting the railway from the 
Russian frontier to P Arthur. 

Manchurta Will be Restored. 

“Some details of the proposed modys 
vivendi were sent for consideration to St. 
Petersburg, but no convention of ar- 
rangement with the central government 
of China, or of a permanent character, 
had been conclued with regard to Man- 
churia, nor had the emperor any inten- 
tion of departing in any way from the 
assurances he had publicly given that 
Manchuria would be entirely restored to 
its former condition in the Chinese em- 
pire as soon as circumstances admit- 

“Russia was in the same position with 
regard to fixing the final date for evac- 
uating Manchuria as the allies found 
themselves in with regard to the evacua- 


-tion of Pekin and the province of Chi 


Li. When it came to final and com- 
plete evacuation of Manchuria, Russia 
would be obliged to obtain from the 
central government of China an effective 
guarantee against the recurrence of the 
recent attack upon her frontier and the 
destruction of her railway but she had 
no intention of seeking this guarantee 


in any acquisition of territory or an 


actual or virtual protectorate of Man- 
churia, her object being simply to guar- 
antee the faithful observance in the N- 
ture by China of the terms of the 

ment which she had been unable to tulnji 
during the disturbances.’’ 

The dispatch concludes by repeating 
Count Lamsdorf’s assurance that there. 
had.been no alteration of the former in- 
ternational status of Manchuria; which 
would be restored when the temporary 
military measures had ceased, and that 
everything at Niu Chang and elsewhere 
would be replaced in the former position. 

Germans Still Killing Chinese. 

Berlin, March 7.—The war office has 
received the following from Count von 
Waldersee, dated Pekin, March 6th: 

“A company of the Third East Asiatics., 
under Captain Knoerrer, came into con- 
tact yesterday, southwest of Mansheng. 
with hinese regulars, who had ap- 
parently been separated from their main 
body. The Chinese were scattered and 
fifty of them were killed. Two of their 
banners were taken. 

“A small detachment was sent from 
Tien Tsin to Thsang March 3d to sup- 
press brigandage. Three companies of 
infantry, a squadron of cavairy and a 
battery left for Yung Tsing March 5th 
with the same object.“ 

It was asserted today that Count vop 
Waldersee’s agreement with Li Hur 
Chang was in response to important steps 
already taken by the Chinese government 


to meet the demands of the powers and 


upon representations to the powers that 
the Chinese regular troops were now able 
to put down robbers. 

According to Chinese statements re- 
ceived officially in Berlin the court will 
move about the end of March to some 
point nearer Pekin. 


LIBERAL POLICY FOR ITALY. 


New Premier Tells Deputies of 
Course He’ll Pursue. 

Rome, March 7.—In the chamber of dep- 
uties today the new premier, Signor Za- 
nardelli, made the ministerial statement. 
He spoke of the difficult situation under 
which he had accepted the task of form- 
ing a cabinet and said the ministry would 
devote its efforts ta a liberal re“ %rm pol- 
icy, They undertook to scrupulously main- 
tain the principles of liberty, consistent 
with a firm application of the laws and 
would give full attention to assuring an 
horiest administration of the communes 
and provinces and the rapid working of 
the public service. A reform of the judi- 
cial system would be undertaken in order 
to enhance the prestige of the magistracy. 
He thought it indispensable to give the 
working classes prompt pledges of the in- 
terest and sympathy of the government 
and parliament.

Others 
either refuse to belleve that the tempera- 
ture of the material. is hundreds of de- 
grees below zero or else, faintly believing 
it, utterly fail to realize what this low 
temperature means. Still others refuse 
to accept as truth the statements about 
the strange contrasts in temperature 
which are secured, as, for instance, an 
object having a temperature of 3,000 de- 
grees above zero being held in a cup of 
ice without melting the ice. 

„On account of these doubts which ex- 
ist in so many minds the experimental 
demonstrations with liquid air have be- 


come exceedingly popular. Itis only when 
the experiments are actually seen that the 


doubts are removed.”’

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NEW PENSION LAW 
Many Widows Will Have Dimeulty in 
Making Proof. 

UNABLE TO GET WITNESSES 
Should Be Allowed. To Use Proofs 


Maile by Deceased Husband 


THE AMENDMENT WILL SO PROVIDE 


Correspondence on the Question Be- 
tween Judge Bogle and the 
Pension Commissioner. 


An effort will be made at the coming 
session of the general assembly, no doubt 
with success, to secure an amendment to 
the law passed at the last session pro- 
viding for pensions’ for indigént widows 
of confederate veterans. 

The object of tha proposed amendment 
is to aid such widows as may be en- 
titled to pensions under this law to make 
the necéssary proof that they come with- 
in the legal requirements. In many cases 
such widows are unable to secure the 
requisite proof because of failing mem- 
ory, because of sickness and for many 
other reasons. Thé proposed amendment 
contemplates that such widows shall be 
permitted to make the record of their de- 
ceased husbands, .where such husbands 
Were entitled to pensions, a part of their 
own records in making application and 
proof and shall not be required to furnish 
new affidavits of such soldier husband's 
service. ö 

Judge Bogle's Letter. 

The following letter from Judge Joseph 
Bogle, ordinary of Whitfield county, to 
Commissioner Lindsey sets forth some 
of the obstacles encountered by some of 
the widows in making the proof required: 

Dalton, Ga., February 27, 1901.—Hon. J. W. 
Lindsey, Commissioner of Pensions, Atlanta, Ga. 
Dear Sir: I have recently had some corre- 
spondence with Governor Candler in regard to 
the proof necessary to be furnished by the 
widows of such confederate soldiers as were 
Placed on the “‘indigent’’ pension rolls of the 
state, upon proof accepted as satisfactory be- 
fore their death. He wrote me of having had 
a conference with you on the subject and inti- 
mated that he would write me again, but the 
correspondence has apparently closed withovt 
ary definite ruling on the point submitted. 
Pardon me for troubling you with this mat- 
ter, but its great importance to the mall, 
tut pathetically helpless class of old widows 
prompts me to write again. 

I think that you will agree with me hat 
Georgia has moved very slowly ard waited a 
long time about helping these indigent widows— 
the very class that should have been looked 
after first of all, in regard to Pensions, and 
now that we have reached them, in their cla 
@ge with but few. more years to live, it seems 
to me that the words of the Master to cne of 
His disciples, for a diffcrent purpose, could 
Nell be applied to Georgla— That thou doest, 
do quickly.’’ 

They tre all old now) and are rapidly cross- 
ing to Lee and Johnson's side of the river, and 
if we, or rather Georgia, is going to perform 
this act of justice and Kindness to these faith- 
ful old women, it mould be done quickly, 
without too much har splitting technicall- 
ties about it. 1 ¢ 

By personal éxperienre, in making otit these 
applications, I have learned how helpless many 
of them are, and many, very many of them 
when asked to what company and regiment 
their deceased husbands belonged, reply: Why 
I don't know, I used to know; I have heard 
him say, but it has béen so long ago I can't 
remember.“ And they do not know where to 
look for ‘‘oné witness who personally knows,“ 
etc., but f have drawn them out in conversa- 
tion and I find that there are many things that 
they do remember, as, now laughing, and the 
next moment the tears trickling down their 
aged and furrowed cheeks, they tell comical 
and pathetic incidents of their experience dur- 
ing the war; how they parched bran, rye and 
potatoes to make substitutes for coffee and 
skimped and saved and sometimes almost 
etarved to send a box of something vood to 
their ‘‘man’’ or to the “‘boys’’ in the field. 

Dear colonel, did you ever get one of those 
boxes? 

I did; a now sainted widowed mother sent 
it; therefore, I plead for these old helpless 
widows. 

The ruling I ask for is, that where the ap- 
plicant is the widow of a deceased -onfederate 
soldier who before his death had been placed 
on the ‘indigent pension roll of the slate, such 
widow shall be allowed to make the record of 
the deceased soldier husband, nuw on file in 
the pension department, a part of her applica- 
tion and proof, by reference thereto, without 
forcing her to get up new affidavits of the 
same record. 

In many cases the dead soldier used the only 
witness he could find as to his record, and 
now, when the widow seeks to find the gume 
and the only living witness at that time, che 
finds that the witness is now dead and she is 
left helpless. Can you make this ruling? 

I am not the attorney general of the state, 
nor am I a trained lawyer, but will you pardon 
me if I reason a little by analogy? 

That rulings are contemplated by the law is 
evident from ‘section 4 of the act creating the 
office of commissioner of pensions acts, | 896, 
page 66.. How far these rulings can go in 
settling doubtful points in construing the law 
is, of course, a matter of opinion, but both 
yourself and your predecessor have ruled that 
the proof should show faithful service on the 
part of the soldier on up to the surrender. 
Now I have always approved the ruling be- 
cause utifaithful soldiers do not deserve pen- 
sions, but the letter of the law does not re- 
quire any such thing. Regular military ser- 
vice for a period of not less than six months“ 
is all the letter of the law requires’ as to the 
soldier’s record; a very proper ruling requires 
more. Now, I do not think the ruling I ask for 
would be any more outside of the law than 
the ruling here referred to; but if you think so 
I will cheerfully bow to your decision, for I 
have the utmost confidence both in your ability, 
patriotism arid sympathy with the old soldiers 
widows. But in that case will ask the legis- 
lature to so amend the law“as to accomplish 
what seems to me to be so nable and 
just, but that, as you will see, delays the 
matter and will be the cause of some of the 
most needy and deserVing cases failing to 
get any pensions at all, for many will not 
be alive to. another year and the little they 
might get sh®uld come quickly.

Emperor Bled Profusely and There 
Is Danger That the Eye May 
Be Affegted—The Attack 
Caused Empress Terri- 
ble Shock. 


—_— 


Berlin, March 7.—Emperor Wiliam ar- 
rived here this morning and went to the 
castle, where he was attended by his 
surgeon, Professor Bergman. After the 
surgeon's visit the following bulletin was 
issued respecting the wound received by 
the emperor yesterday when attacked by 
Dietrich Well as follows: 


“The wotind is in the right cheek about 
an inch and a half long. It passes over 
the zygoma and penetrates to the bone. 
It has the character of a contused wound. 
There has been much bleeding, but the 
wound has been closed with bandaging 
without sewing. The empéror Ssed a 
fairly good night, is free from headache 
and his general condition is good.’’ 

The North German Gazette, official, de- 
scribing the outrage on Emperor William, 
says: 

“After th3 outrage the emperor pre- 
cetved extraordinary composure and be- 
trayed no sign of the pain he must have 
experienced from such a blow. It was 
erly when a little boy at the station ex- 
claimed: ‘Look, the emperor is bleeding,’ 
that a momber cf his suite was direct 
to tle up the wound. The loss of blood 
was such that there were stains even 
on his majesty’s cloak.“ 

The North German Gazette understands 
that the emperor will be obliged to keep 
Lis room fcr a fortnight as the wound is 
so near his eyes and the latter must be 
tsed as sparingly as possible. 

Weiland’s examination proved that he 
was not responsible for his actions. He 
said he felt unwell yesterday and feared 
an epileptic attack. While he was wait- 
ing for the arrival of the emperor, the 
sound of a fountain playing in a court- 
yard, caused him to imagine that he was 
sailing a ship, his former vocation having 
been that of a ship’s captain. Under 
this delusion his excitement increased and 
he attempted to heave a lead and three 
pleces of iron. Then he lost consctous- 
ress. The missile was a fish plate weigh- 
ing 550 grammes. 

Inquiries, congratulations and condo- 
lences pcured in throughout the day from 
the whole diplomatic corps, including the 
United States embassy, as well as from 
many thousands of Germans, including 
the municipalities of Berlin, Charlotten- 
burg, Potsdam and Koenigsberg.

Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Grain Letter. 


New York, March 7.—A sharp break in Liv- 
erpool was due to heavy selling from America 
by exporters who bought freely late yesterday 
at lower quotations than those current earlier 
in the day. Our market opened steady at 5 
points decline, becoming easier, as intimations 
were received of a heavier movement at the 
interior towns, and finally resulting in a 
break of 10 points from the quotations of the 
opening.

Steel Stocks Dull. i 

New York, March 7.—The market made a 
P vigorous resistance this morning to an early 
bear drive. By means of ‘he sustaining: in- 
fluence of individual stocks, early losses were 
largely wiped out and the level of prices 
generally carried over last night; but during 
the latter part of the day the market suc- 
cumbed to depression and speculative liqui- 
dation came into force. 
predominance of net 1 on the day. The 
narrowing supply of avai lable credits and 
the calling of loans by some of the banks 
was the most important influence in the re- 
action. In addition the movement of prices 
had grown quite obviously under the influence 
of manipulative pools and the selling to take 
profits by. this class of operators in a market 
where the public is not taking a Karge part, 
had the effect of turning prices downward, 
There has grown up some feeling that the re- 
cent ease of the money market has been in 
some sort due to artificial caused prompted 
by the desire of large capitalists to insure 
smooth sailing for some of the important finan- 
cial corporaffons recently set afloat. Such 
artificial ease must necessarily be limited in 
duration, the natural course of events having 
their inevitable results in due time. Money 
rates worked closer, and some of the holders 
of stocks on margin have been prompted to 
liquidate. This selling was particularly marked 
today in Pennsylvania,.Union Pacific and Bur- 
lington, which were made the subject of joint 
operations for a rise during the last few 
days, An effort was made to continue pool 
operations for the advance by a revival of 
reports of the St. Paul absorption by Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific intersts. This 
had the effect of lifting St. Paul 1%. An ad- 
vance in Chesapeake and Ohio of 1% on ru- 
mors of large earnings and an increased divi- 
dend was a strengthening factor, and there 
Was quite an active speculation for the rise 
in People’s Gas and Sugar. With the excep- 
tion of.

Bill Taxing Railroads Interests the 
North Carolinians. 

Raleigh, N. C., March 7.—(Special.)— 
The bill passed its final reading in the 
senate legalizing white primaries at Char- 
lotte. The bill to protect buyers of seeds 
was tabled. Bills were passed to pay wit- 
nesses before the court of impeachment, 
allowing officers bonded in surety com- 
panies to deposit funds in either national 
or state banks, and taxing dogs in about 
twenty counties. The house bill giving 
Cumberland county prohibition passed, 
as did the bill placing the Agricultural 
and Mechanical college under the agricul- 
tural department. The house devoted 
most of its session to the revenue bill. 
Mr. Graham offered an amendment in 
committee of the whole to impose a grad- 
uated privilege tax on railways, starting 
at 2 per cent on gross receipts above 
$2,000 and under $5,000. This was donated 
after a statement that the railways had 
made a tax compromise which met with 
the approval of the state authorities and 
people. 

After the committee rose Mr. Graham 
offered his amendment and it was adopt- 
ed, the attendance being light. The bill 
passed to third reading as amended. The 
announcement of this created a sensa- 
tion and intense feeling and absentees 
poured in. Anattempt to clinch the vote 
as amended failed. A motion to recon- 
sider was made and was declared carried. 
The feeling was so intense that it was de- 
cided to let the matter go over until to- 
morrow, when it will come up on its third 
reading. 

The speaker stated that it was in evi- 
dence that the house could not finish its 
business next week.

ANOTHER PAYMENT IN APRIL 


two-fifths To Be Paid This Spring, 
if It Takes Borrowing. 


500,000 CHILDREN WM THE SCHOOLS 


Commissioner Glenn Says There Is 
a Great Demand for School 
Room in Many Sections. 


The teachers of Georgia will be paid 
the first installment on their salaries for 
1901 within the next few days. The war- 
rants are already being made out, and 
checks will soon be sent to the county 
school commissioners for distribution 


among the teachers. 

The first payment will amount to only 
one-fifth of their year’s salary, but it will 
require about $300,000 to pay all of them. 
A second fifth, or another month's salary, 
will be paid the teachers some time in 
April. This payment will not be made 
until after it is determined what the 
status of the treasury will be when the 
April receipts from specific taxes come in. 

It is the intention of the governor, how- 
ever, to see that the teachers are paid 
at least two-fifths of their salary this 
spring, and if the treasury is not suf- 
ficiently replenished by the receipts in 
April the governor will borrow enough 
to make up the difference. He is author- 
ized by law to borrow not exceeding 2200. 
000 to meet a casual deficiency, but this 
is only done in cases of necessity. If it 
is necessary. however, in order to pay 
the teachers two-fifths of their salary 
this spring, the money will, no doubt, be 
borrowed. The balance will not be paid 
until December or January. 

Many Children in Schools. 

There are more children in the public 
schools of the state now than at any 
time within Georgia's history. 

„1 believe the reports which have just 
begun to come in will show that there 
are fully 500, 00 children in the schools of 
Georgia,“ said State School Commissioner 
Glenn yesterday. 1 know that the 
schools in many sections of the state are 
overcrowded, and all of them are filled 
to their capacity. 

“The question of school room,” con- 
tinued the commissioner, is growing to 
be a most important one. We have got 
to have more schools and we must have 
them right away. I have been in several 
sections recently where there were schools 
that would not hold half the number of 
children that desired to get into them. 
The situation in some of the counties 
seems distressing, and it is necessary that 
something be done to relieve . 

The school commissioner spoke of the 
increase of the number of school chil- 
dren in Fulton county, and said that was 
a fair sample of the situation tn nearly 
every section of the state. There are 
about 2,000 more children in the Fulton 
county schools this year than last, and 
the increase seems to be proportionate 
in most other sections.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


President Brantley A. Denmark, of the 
South Western railroad, has submitted 
his annual report to the stockholders of 
the company. It has been printed in 
pamphlet form, together with a copy of 
his report for 1900. 

The South Western is operated under a 
lease by the Central. 

The report, after reciting the fact that 
the tessee road has paid its rental prompt- 
ly and has in all other respects complied 
strictly with the terms of its lease, con- 
cerns itself largely with a suit brought 
by R. M. Farrar, of Atlanta, against the 
road. 

The suit was filed in July, 1899, in Bibb 
county superior court. Mr. ‘Farrar ar 
the assignee of the owner of certain cer- 
tincates of stock, claims that the reserve 
fund of the company should be distrib- 
uted, not to the present stockholders, but 
to those who were stockholders in June 
and December of each of the years dur- 
ing which the old Central Railroad ana 
Banking Company, on account of its 
bankruptcy and receivership, paid no div- 
idends and no rent to the leased road. 
The litigation that has ensued is reviewed 
in detail. Of the reserve fund the report 
says: 

“We now have in our reserve fund ,- 
000 in 4% per cent state of Georgia bonds, 
registered in the name of the company, 
which, as will appear from the treasur- 
er’s report, have cost $101,090.14. They 
are worth that much or more on the mar- 
ket today. We have, besides, to. the 
credit of this fund the sum of 81.893.“
